STATE HOUSE, Boston, Aug. 28.— 


That the present street railway com- 
mission l.s plannlns to devote itoelf to 
a solution o£ the street railway prob- 
lem for the benefit of car riders, rather 
than for investors in street 
railway 


properties, was made 
perfectly clear 


today by former Congressman Charles I 
'G. Washburn, chairman of the. comtnis- , 


Bion. 


During the course of today's hear- 


ing Chairman Washburn took occasion 
to interrupt another member of 
the 


commission who was. seeking to obtain 
from Bentley W. Warren, a 
leading 


street railway attorney, the latter';* 
views as to what the commonwealth 
owes street railway investors in the 
way of protection of their investment 
The chairman put an abrupt end to 
ihe questioning by this very significant 
remark:— 


"This commission !s not here partic- 


ularly to conserve tho 
interests 
of 


stockholders or bondholders, 
but 
to 


conserve the interests of 
the public. 


If. incidentally thereto, it- seems de- 
sirable to stabilize the 
interests 
ot 


• the 'stockholders and bondholders by 
IrisurinK Investors a reasonable return 
on their Investment, it shall b6 done. 
If. on the other hand, It seems their 
Interests should be Ignored, then they 
are to be ignored. Tt seems to me we 
should address ourselves to this ques- 
tion—How shall our street 
railway 


transportation, so essential to the wel- 
fare of the community, be preserved 
in a going condition?1" 


All of the recent reports relative to 


• street railways, and nearly all of the 


legislation of recent years, has been 
with exactly the opposite end in view. 
All of the service at cost acts, for ex- 
ample, have provided that stockholders 
shall be paid a fixed rate of dividend, 
regardless of the ability of a street 
railway to earn it, the deficit being 
a??essed upon taxpayers and car rid- 
ers alike. 
Inasmuch as such lesisla- 


tion has failed utterly to improve thp 
street railway situation, the

of Chairman \Vashhurn may be taken 
as indicating a conviction on the part 
of Ihe commission that the problem 
must be approached-from the car rid- 
ers' angle If .1 correct solution is to be 
found.

"Aside from instances of pronteer

PLUMB PLAN AND OTHERS 
It seems that while the United 


States senate is devoting its lime 


chiefly to the peace treaty, (be set- 


tlement' of the railroad problem is 
being 
he-Id iu abeyance. 
Several 


plans already have been put for- 
ward, ranging from complete gov- 
ernment ownership to partial gov- 
ernment control which would elim- 
inate many of the disahilities im- 
posed upon the railroads by the con- 
flicting laws of tho various states 
in1 addition to (he regulations of the 
Interstate Commerce 


It appears to be 


consensus of 
opinion 


Commission. 
the 
general 


that if 
the 


railroads be returned 
to private 


ownership some 
method 
will 
he 


adopted to preserve the unity of 
system that has prevailed under 
government ownership, while at the 
same time allowing private enter- 
prise free scope in promoting the 
welfare of the different companies 
owning the lines. 
By this ii is 


mea't that all the railroad systems 
shall be merged into one, so that 
there will be no 
delay 
resulting 


from trans-shipment or competition 
by rival roads as existed before the 
war. 


Prominent in the public mind at 


the present time is what is known 
as the Plumb plan of government 
ownership aud .management, devised 
hy 
Glenn E. Plumb, Warren 
S. 


Stone, head of -the brotherhood of 
locomotive engineers and the heads 
of various other railway organiza- 
tions. 


Under the Plumb plan it is pro- 


posed that the government would 
buy the railroads, issuing bonds in 
payment thereof. 
It would dele- 


gate their operation to a board of 
15 members, five appointed by the 
president of the United Slates, five 
by the railroad officers and five by 
ihe classified railroad employes. The 
board of directors would fix wnges 
and salaries in nddition 
to man- 


aging the roads and tho Interstate 
Commerce 
Commission would still 


be allowed to fix passenger and 
freight 
rates. 
Disputes 
between 


officers and employes would be ad- 
justed by boards, to which the 
officers 
would elect five members 


and the men, five. In case of fail- 
ure to reach an agreement the case 
v.-ould be appealed to (be directors.

STATE HOUSE, Boston, Auff. 25.— 


That the present street railway com- 
mission is planning to devote itself to 
a solution of the s.treel railway prob- 
lem tor the benefit of car riders, rather 
than for investors in street 
railway 


properties, was made 
perfectly clear 


today by former Congressman Charles 
G. Washburn, chairman of the commis- 
sion. 


During the course of today's hear- 


ing Chairman Waahburn took occasion 
to interrupt another member of 
the 


commission who was seeking to obtain 
from Eentley W. Warren, a 
leading 


street railway attorney, tho Matter's 
views as to what the commonwealth 
owes 'street railway Investors in the 
way of protection of their investment 
The chairman put an abrupt end to 
the questioning by this very significant 
remark;— 


"This commission is not here partic- 


ularly to conserve the 
Interests 
of 


stockholders or bondholders, 
tut 
to 


conserve the interests of 
the public. 


If, incidentally thereto, it seems' de- 
sirable to stabilize the 
interests 
of 


the stockholders and bondholders by 
insuring Investors a reasonable return 
on their investment. It shall be done. 
If. on-the other hand, it seems their 
interests should be ignored, then they 
are to be ignored. It seems to ma we 
should address ourselves to this ques- 
tion—How shall our street railway 
transportation, so essential to the wel- 
fare of the community, be preserved 
in a going condition?'" 
- All of the recent reports relative to 
street railways, and nearly all of the 
legislation of recent years, has been 
with exactly the opposite end in view. 
All of the service at cost acts, for el- 
ample, have provided that stockholders 
shall be paid a fixed rate of dividend, 
regardless ot tho ability of a street 
railway to earn It, the deficit belns 
assessed upon taxpayers and car rid- 
ers alike. Inasmuch as such legisla- 
tion has failed utterly to Improve the 
street railway situation, the 
remark 


ot Chairman Washburn may be taken 
as indicating a conviction on the part

ed from Toronto.

.where the welcoming ceremonies took 
place, was lined with cheering citi- 
zens. 
The government's official ai- 


dress of welcome, signed by Premier 
Borden and Sf-crelary of State Burrell, ' 
expressed the belief that-the pri/ce'a 
visit would strengthen .the ties ot af- 
fection and devotion which bind the 
Canadian people to the British crown. 


The prince, in his reply to the offi- 


cial address, voiced his thanks for the 
expressions of allegiance and for tho 
reception that he had received from 
tho citizens of tho Dominion capital.
